Now Hear This 

The Regular Army in Edmonton 
recently issued its twice-yearly 
warning to the public on the dan¬ 
ger of handling suspicious objects 
that might be explosives or am¬ 
munition. 

Each year takes its toll •— in 
many cases children -— of per¬ 
sons who pick up unexploded am¬ 
munition in military training areas, 
attics, old buildings and similar 
spots.

Command's ordnance ammunition 
expert at Griesbach Barracks, em¬ 
phasized that if anyone had am¬ 
munition souvenirs, they would be 
checked and returned to the owner 
if safe. "We don't want to con¬ 
fiscate anything that is harmless," 
he said. 

Persons who find what they 
may think is unexploded ammu¬ 
nition or explosives, should at 
once notify either municipal police 
or RCMP who arrange with the 
Army for a check on the objects.

Griesbach Council 

For the particular benefit of new 
residents the Terms of Reference 
under which the Griesbach Com¬ 
munity Council functions, are re¬ 
published hereunder: 

TERMS OF REFERENCE 

THE GRIESBACH COMMUNITY 
COUNCIL 

RESPONSIBILITY: 

1. The Griesbach Community 
will operate in conjunction with 
the Griesbach Garrison Regimental 
Fund and will be responsible to 
the Regimental Fund Committee 
for the efficient administration of 
the activities which they control. 

OBJECT: 

2. The object of the Council, 
as the representative body of all 
Griesbach Married Quarters resi¬ 
dents, will be: 

(a) To provide the Commander, 
Alberta Area, with a clear picture 
of the needs and problems of the 
Griesbach Married Quarters. 

(b) To foster the development 
of organizations and committees 
in the field of education, welfare, 
recrtation and character-building 
among adults and children of 
Griesbach Married Quarters. 

(c) To povide a local authority 
to whom the community problems 
can be referred. 

(d) To provide, when possible, 
amenities not provided by the 
Army for adults and children. 

COMPOSITION: 

3. The Griesbach Community 
Council shall consist of the fol¬ 
lowing members: 

(a) A chairman — an officer 
of field rank, resident in the PMQ 
Area and appointed by the Com- 
mander, Alberta Area. 

(b) A deputy-chairman — an 
officer of field rank, resident in 
the PMQ Area and appointed by 
the Commander, Alberta Area. 

(c) A secretary-treasurer — ap¬ 
pointed by the Chairman. 

(d) Councillors — the Griesbach 
Married Qcarters will be divided 
into Wards. Each Ward will be re¬ 
presented by a Councillor. Coun¬ 
cillors will be nominated by Ward 
residents. If more than one nomi 
nation is received for a Ward, an 
election will be held in that Ward. 
The Chairman will select a Coun- 
cillor when a Ward fails to nomi¬ 
nate one. Councillors will nor¬ 
mally serve for one year. 

(e) Advisory members — AA& 
QMG, Alta Area, CO., 13 Wks 
Coy RCE., Camp Commandent, 
and CO., PPCLI., Home Station or 
their delegated representatives. 

SOURCE OF FUNDS: 

4. Monies to permit the Council 
to discharge efficiently its respon¬ 
sibilities may be derived from the 
following sources: 

(a) Such grants as may be 
authorized from time to time by 
the Regimental Fund Committee. 

(b) Voluntary Contributions by 
residents of Griesbach Married 
Quarters. 

(c) Rebates from the MLS Com¬ 
munity Snack Bar. 

(d) Fund raising activities such 
as bingos, raffles, fairs sporting 
events, etc., concurred in by the 
Commander, Alberta Area. 

(e) Fees and monies accumu¬ 
lated by clubs and organizations 
sponsored by the Council. 

(f) Profits of business under¬ 
takings operated or sponsored by 
the Council with prior concurrence 

i M the Commander, Alberta Area. 

, (g) Fees from car registrations, 

I licenses, permits, etc., concurred 
in by the Commander, Alberta 
Area. 
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(h) Donations from firms, indi¬ 
viduals and institutes. 

(i) The local community news¬ 
paper. 

5. Monies accrued in para 4 
(e) above will be set-up as sub¬ 
accounts within the books of the 
Council and wil} be expeneded 
only for the benefit of the mem¬ 
bers of the club or organization 
concerned. 

EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS; 

6. Except as provided in para 
5 above, expenditures by Council 
shall be for the benefit of Gries- 
bach Married Quarters residents 
as a whole and shall be subject 
to the following conditions: 

(a) All recurring expenditures 
(as defined in Inst. Rules 1.02 (q) 
may be authorized by the Council. 

(b) Non-recurring expenditures 
(as defined in Inst. Rules 1.02 (N) 
up to one hundred dollars for any 
one item or project may be made 


without prior approval of the Reg¬ 
imental Fund Committee.. 

(c) All expenditures shall be 
approved at a meeting of the 
Council and recorded in tht min¬ 
utes of that meeting. 

(d) Only emergency expenditures 
for the maintenance and repair of 
property and eguipment owned by 
Council may be made without 
prior approval of a Council or 
Committee Meeting, as applicable. 

FURNITURE AND EFFECTS: 

7. Furniture and effects pro¬ 
perty records shall be maintained 
by the Council in the manner pre¬ 
scribed by the Regimental Fund 
Committee. 

METTINGS: 

8. Meeting of Council will be 
held monthly, if practicable, or 
oftener, as directed by the Chair¬ 
man.

By-Laws Griesbach Council 


For the information of Griesbach 
residents the revised By-Laws oi 
the Griesbach Community Council 
are published hereunder. 

Particular attention of residents 
is invited to para 6. 

BY-LAWS 

Griesbach Community Council 
GENERAL: 

1. The Griesbach Community 
Council (hereinafter referred to as 
'he Council) shall function in ac¬ 
cordance with "The Terms of Re¬ 
ference for the Griesbach Com¬ 
munity Council." 

WARDS: 

2. (a) The Griesbach Married 
Quarters area shall be divided 
into thirteen (13) Wards as per 
appendix attached. Councillors 
shall be selected in accordance 
with para 3 (d) of the Terms of 
Reference. 

(b) Nominations, to fill Coun¬ 
cillor vacancies, will be requested 
from those residents concerned, 
through the Griesbach Bugle. 

Residents will be given 30 days 
frcm the date of publication in 
which to submit nominations to 
the Secretary Treasurer. Elections, 
when necessary, will be held in 
the manner detailed in para 11 
below. 

DUTIES OF COUNCIL MEMBERS: 

3. All members of Council, by 
virtue of their office, are required 
to see that the By-Laws and Terms 
of Reference of this Council are 
being observed in fact and in spi¬ 
rit. Further, they are responsible 
for seeing that any infractions of 
same are corrected and in case 
this is not done, or the persons 
responsible refuse to take the 
necessary action, then they are 
bound to report promptly the 
facts in writing to the Secretary- 
Treasurer so that the appropriate 
action may be taken. In addition 
to the duties outlined above, the 
following shall be the specific 
duties of: 

a. The Chairman, who: 

(i) shall preside at all meetings 
of Council. 

(ii) shall be an ex-officio mem¬ 
ber of all committees and gene¬ 
rally supervise the work of Coun¬ 
cil. 

(iii) shall, with the Secretary- 
Treasurer, sign all agreements and 
contracts made by Council. 

(iv) shall be responsible that 
the members of Council, commit¬ 
tees and employees are properly 
instructed in their duties. 

(v) shall sign the minute book 
after each meeting. 

(vi) shall be responsible for 


callings meetings. 

b. The Deputy-Chairman shall 
perform the duties of the Chair¬ 
man, in his absence, and any 
other duites as shall be given 
him by the Chairman. 

c. The Secretary-Treasurer who: 

(i) shall record and sign the 
proceedings of all meetings. 

(ii) shall be responsible for the 
conduct of correspondence. 

(iii) shall notify all concerned 
regarding meetings of Council. 

(iv) shall distribute copies of 
all minutes, after approval by the 
Commander, Alberta Area, to all 
concerned. 

(v) shall ensure that a propertly 
record of all Council property is 
maintained in accordance with 
para 7 of the Terms of Reference. 

(vi) shall ensure that the books 
of Council are kept in accordance 
with the "Rules for the Manage¬ 
ment of Institutes and Messes." 

d. Councillors shall reside in 
the Ward which they represent. 
They shall bring before Council 
matters of particular concern in 
their respective Wards and shall 
seek to advance the general well¬ 
being of the Community; co-oper¬ 
ate and assist in all functions of 
the Council. 

SIGNING OFFICERS: 

4. The signing officers, to sign 
cheques and other banking docu¬ 
ments of Council, shall consist of 
the Chairman, Deputy-Chairman, 
Secretary-Treasurer and one Coun¬ 
cillor appointed by the Chairman. 
The signatures of two to be neces¬ 
sary on every document. 

VOTING: 

5. a. At a Council meeting all 
members of Council, except ad¬ 
visory members, are entitled to 
vote. The Chairman, however, 
shall not be entitled to vote ex¬ 
cept when a deciding vote is re¬ 
quired. 

b. A majority vote shall consist 
of 50% of the voters plus one (1). 

c. A majority vote consisting 
of two-thirds of the members of 
Council present at a meeting, shall 
be necessary to amend, suspend 
or repeal any Article of these By- 
Laws. Notice of any proposed 
amendment shall be sent to the 
Secretary-Trasurer at least six 
weeks before such meeting and 
shall be forwarded by him at 
least one month before the meet¬ 
ing to the members of Council. 

d. Six (6) members of Council 
shall constitute a quorum for 
Council meetings. 

MEETINGS: 

6. a. Council meetings shall be 
1 held on the second Wednesday of 


each month. When possible. No¬ 
tice of mettings shall be pub¬ 
lished in the Griesbach Bugle. 

b. Any resident of Griesbach 
Married Quarters may attend a 
Council meeting. When a resident 
wishes to present a proposal to 
Council, he shall advise the Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer, in writing, one 
week in advance of a meeting, 
the nature of the proposal. 


RELIEF FROM PERSONAL 
RESPONSIBILITY 

7. The Griesbach Garrison Reg¬ 
imental Fund hereby consents and 
declares that each member of the 
Council shall be deemed to have 
assumed office on the express 
understanding and agreement and 
conditions that every member of 
the Council and his heirs, execu¬ 
tors and administrators, estate 
and effects respectively shall from 
time to time be indemnified and 
saved harmless out of the funds 
of the Griesbach Garrison Regim¬ 
ental Fund from and against all 
costs, charqes and expenses what¬ 
soever which such member of the 
Council sustains or incurs in or 
about any action, suit or proceed¬ 
ing which is brouqht, commenced 
or prosecuted against him for or 
in respect of any act, deed, mat¬ 
ter or thing whatsoever made, 
done or permitted by him in or 
about the execution of the duties 
of his office and from and against 
all other costs, charges and ex¬ 
penses which he sustains or in¬ 
curs in or about or in relation to 
the affairs thereof except such 
costs, charges or expenses as are J 
occasioned by his own wilful neg-) 
lect or default. 

FUNDS: 

8. Funds for the efficient func¬ 
tioning of Council activities shall 
be obtained in accordance with 
para 4 of the Terms of Reference. 

EXPENDITURES: 

9. Expenditures shall be made 
by Council in accordance with 
para 6 of the Terms of Reference. 
The Chairman shall have auth¬ 
ority to expend up to $50.00 for 
any one item or project without 
prior approval of Council. 

COMMITTEES: 

10. Various committees may be 
appointed by the Chairman to 
assist Council in its function. When 
possible, the Chairman of a com¬ 
mittee should be a Councillor.

ELECTION OF COUNCILLORS: 

11. a. An Election Committee 
will be appointed by Council to 
supervise an election. 


b. The Election Committee shall 
distribute an advance notice of 
candidates for the Ward, in which 
an election is to be held, to all 
PMQs within the Ward, three 
weeks prior to tre election. 


c. Campaign publicity for the 
election shall be handled exclu¬ 
sively by the Election Committee 
and shall be conducted through 
the medium of leaflets and post¬ 
ers. The candidates shall NOT 
make a canvas of their Ward for 
the purpose of soliciting votes. 


d. The Election Committee shall 
prepare, distribute, collect and 
tabulate the ballots. 

e. Service and Civilian person¬ 
nel and their wives resident in 
the Ward in which an election is 
being held, shall be entitled to 
mark a ballot, which shall show 
the candidates nominated, to in¬ 
dicate their choice of Councillor. 

f. The candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be 
considered elected as Councillor.

As a lip to a new collector, 
seasoned philatelists suggest, after 
the initial world-wide packet buy¬ 
ing, the first two or three variety 
packets will provide the beginner 
with stamps from a number of 
countries.

By now most philatelists will 
have secured mint and used copies 
(as well as FDCs) of Canada's 
latest stamp, the 5c Resources for 
Tomorrow. This postage stamp 
design symbolizes man's multiple 
use of the country's renewable 
natural resources. 

"Canada is a vast land, en¬ 
dowed with tremendous natural 
resources and blessed with abun¬ 
dant lakes, rivers, forest and agri¬ 
cultural lands and wildlife. 

"Canada's renewable resources, 
the resources of our forests, our 
water supplies, our agricultural 
lands, our fisheries and our wild¬ 
life, can, if used wisely, serve 
this nation far into the future.
